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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the membrane located at one end of 
the blind cavity must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date ol application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-7, 9, 10, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US 6,173,868 to DeJonge. 

DeJonge shows a substance dispensing device as seen in Figs. 1 and 2, having a body 20, 
a substance dispensing capsule 210, an outlet 90, two relatively moveable parts 50 and 60 
moveable from a usable position, Fig. 2, to a close position, Fig. 1, respectively, a shroud 140, an 
actuator button 30, stops 170 and locking means 150. 

In reference to claim 2, it has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in 
which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed 
apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte 
Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 6,173,868 to 
DeJonge in view of US 6,244,470 to Harley-Wilmot. 

DeJonge shows all claimed features as discussed above except for a viewing window for 
exposing the quantity of material left in the capsule. Harley-Wilmot shows a dispensing device 
as seen in Fig. 1, having a view window. It would have been obvious to a person with ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the device of DeJonge by adding a 
view window to inform the user of the amount of product volume remaining as taught by Harley- 
Wilmot. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 8, 1 1 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
